Mr Fox faid, that though he had wo objcMion to the taxes 
now propofed by the Right Hon. Gentleman; he could not 
liowever help making a few! obfervations ‘on them.

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ty in calculating it at’ the fum of yo,odo fl. ‘add it would be ,

92000,900 pairs therefore rather too high a calculation for the 
general confumption. After ftating thefe obfervations, he trult- 
ed they would not be confidered as proceeding from any evil in-

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they were eflimated. After making fome other remarks in ge-

Mr Druke was alfo averfe to the tax on maid fervants, which 
he confidered as very impolitic and oppreflive, and contrary to 
the true maxims of a ftate. 

Mr Hamet thought the tax on females a tax upon the ma- 
jters, and not upon the fervants : but as a citizen of London, 
and a friend to trade, he could not help expretling’ his very 
ftrong objections to the tax on fhops, which, he faid, appeared 
to him to be an addition to the houfe tax by a pound rate par- 
tially applied to the trading part of the kingdom, which he thought 
too much busthened already, and therefore he fhould ever oppofe 
its He approved greatly, however, of abolithing the hawkers and 
pedlars, and mentioned the diftrefs in particular of the thup- 
keepers in the viciaity of Tower-Hill and the Minories, who 
complained of the great inconvenience they futfered from them, 
which called:for immediate redrefs.
